Whatever cost that the liberals shall no‘ 
row or hereafter obtain control. 

At the conclusion of the moderate as- 
sembly afternoon Vice Presiient 
Wendez Capote called upon the American 
commissioners and declared that he had 
teen instructea by the moderate assem- 
Sly to draft a reply to Secretary Taft's 
letter to President Palma, in which peace 
ferms were suggested. After this inter- 
view Senor Mendez Capote sald: 

To Block Action. 

“T have resigned irrevocably my posi- 
ton as vice president of the republic. T 
tesigneq because the resignation of Presi- 
sent (Palma was forced upon him by 
causes detrimental to the dignity and 
oaecorum of the office of the chief execn- 
uve. The mresident will convene con- 
gress in extraordinary session on Friday 
to consiier his resignation and my own.” 

Mendez Capote said further that the 
entire body of moderates in both houses, 
as well as the entire liberal national or 
Nunez party would refrain from attend- 
ing the extraordinary session. As th: 
moderates and the nationalists comprise 
more than two-thirds of each house ther 
will be no quorum. This will block ac- 
tion. 

Mendez Capote emphatically condemned 
ithe alleged partiality of the America: 
commissioners, ahd said he expressed 
the opinion of many of the members of 
ris party. when he declareg that Secre- 
taries Taft and Bacon had placed them- 
2elyves unreservedly on the side of the 
liberals, and against the existing recog- 
lized government. He said that even haj 
they accepted the basis of peace first 
presented by the mediators, he did not 
think the island would have remained. at 
‘peace for thirty days. ae ; 

Mendez Capote has called another meet-

Tuskegee Teacher Speaks 
Plainly of Crime of As- 
saulting Women. 


New York, September 25.—‘Ag a rule 
I never discuss mob violence, except | 
when I am in the south, but in this 
case I make an exception,”’ said Booker 
T. Washington, referring tonight to the 
race riots in Atlanta. 

“In answer to my requests,’’ he con- 
tinued, “I will state that in my ad- 
dress in Atlanta to the Netional Negro 
Business League, a few days ago, I 
spoke plainly against the crime of as- 
saulting women and against resorting 
to lynching and mob law 4s a remedy 
for any evil. I feel the present situa- 
tion too deeply to give an extended ut- 
terance at this time except to say that 
I would strongly urge that the best 
white people and the best colored peo- 
ple come together in council and use 
their united efforts to stop the present 
disorder. I would especially urge the 
colored. people in Atlanta and elsewhere 
to exercise self control and not make 
the fatal mistake of aitempting to re- 
taliate, but to rely upon the efforts of 
the proper authorities to bring order 
and security out of confusion. If they 
do this, they will have the sympathy 
of good people the world over. 

“Wherever I have met them, without 
exception, I have found the leading col- 
ored people as much opposed to crime 
as the leading white people; but what 
is needed now is to get the best ele- 
ment of both races together and try to 
change the present deplorable condition 
of affairs. We of both races muet learn 
that the inflexible enforcement of the 
taw against ail criminals is indispensa.- 
ble and in this I will do my utmost to 
have my race cooperate.

Columbus’ Supply Exhausted, 
Riot Reports Exaggerated, 


In One South Georgia Town Where 
Some ‘Reliable’ Private -Infor- 
mation Was Received It Was 
Reported the Casualties 
Reached Six Thousand. 


Columbus, Ga., September 25.—(Special.) 
Quite a number of express shipments of 
rifles, pistols and ammunition were made 
from Columbus to parties in Atlanta to- 
day. There was such a drain upon the 
local hardware stores that some of them 
have telegraphed for more supplies. Every 
Winchester rifle in the city has been sold 
and the maiority of them sent to Atlanta. 
A man was in the city today, who wished 
to buy fifty Winchester rifles for parties 
in Harris county, but could not secure 
them. . 

The impression prevails generally in 
Columbus and throughout this section . 
that the “Atlanta newspapers are not 
publishing full details and the real num- 
ber of persons killed and wounded. The 
long distance telephone as a sensation 
distributor has completely surpassed the 
modest efforts of the press... The most 
exaggerating reports of the Atlanta riots 
have been received in this section in the 
shape of private long distance telephone 
messages from that city. In one south 
Georgia town, where some of this “‘relia- 
ble’’ information was received, the re- 
port was current that 6,000 people had 
been killed in Atlanta. The citizens there 
telephoned to Columbus to ascertain the 
facts the case.

Is Canada threatened with a moral de- 
cline which will end in the utter loss of 
the sense of right in our business and 
political life?

They laugh at the verdant and unsophis- 
ticated suggestion of moral distinctions 
in business entérprises. With them buai- 
ness ig business, and that only is wrong 
which proves to be unprofitable. 

We may only express the genuine 
hope that this report, as in the case 
of Mark Twain’s death, is “grossly 
exaggerated.” Otherwise, it should 
weigh down the American conscience 
with an abiding soreness to realize 
that the quarantine regulations had 
been so laxly observed as to permit 
the germs of graft and loot and gen- 
eral hypocrisy to cross the divide and 
mix up with our staid cousins in the 
liftle British dependency. 

However, we should not advise The 
Globe or any of its contemporaries to 
allow the prospects to precipitate too 
violent an attack of melancholia. It 
has been the experience of America 
—ah experience given emphasis by the 
long testimony of history—that the 
development of any country endowed 
with vast resources and a heteroge- 
neous population is invariably attend- 
ed with the upcroppfhg of errors, and 
indiscretions, and economic and moral 
obliquities varying solely with the 
scope of the territory affected, and 
the virility of its people. 

Each nation sows its wild oats,

individuals. In the end they are apt 
to settle down and become respecta-

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Sensational Journalism. 
(From The Savannah News.) 

Certain negroes were suspected of crim- 
inal acts, for the punishment of which 
there are strenuous laws on the statute 
books. But the mob wouldn’t wait for 
the due process of law to condemn and 
punish the guilty parties but set out to 
wreak vengeance of its own accord. In 
what degree is sensational journalism in 
Atlanta responsible for this outing of the 
law and defiance of authority? It has 
been advocated in public print in that 
city that a Kuklux Klan be formed for 
the purpose of enforcing ‘“‘the unwritten 
law’’ in certain particulars. Has that 
kind of newspaper talk had the effect of 
inflaming a portion of the population to 
lawlessness, and were the riots the out- 
come of that teaching? <A- certain New 
York newspaper has been charged with 
responsibility for the assassination of 
President MiccKinley. Similarly it is pos- 
sible that a charge of responsibility for 
Saturday night’s exhibition of the mob 
spirit in Atlanta may be laid at the door 
of sensational journalism.

Solution in Negro Hands. 
(From The Chattanooga Times.) 


Nothing quite so threatening and de 
plorable has happened fn the south for 
many years as the outbreak of race an- 
tagonisms in Atlanta Saturday night, re- 
ported in these columns yesterday morn- 
ing. The explanation of the riot {fs easy— 
twelve criminal assaults by negro men 
on white women and children within two 
months, six of them within ten days and 
four in one day, Saturday, and which 
forced the climax. The only wonder is 
that the people of the Georgia capital 
were able to restrain for so long a time 
the anger and rage of the populacé under 
such trying circumstances. That which 
has happened was expected, and may be 
expected again even with greater vio- 
lence if something is not done by the ne- 
groes themselves in restraint of the 
vicious, lawless and brutish elements of 
their race, and that, too, promptly and 
vigorously. 

The time has passed for negroes to com- 
plain of lynching—they should understand 
by this time that with the Clergy, the 
press, educators and teachers opposing, 
the mob may be counted on to wreak 
vengeance on the perpetrator of this 
— crime against women and chil- 

ren.

Outbreak Wae Inevitable. 
(From The Houston, Tex., Post.) 

Those who have noted the numerous 
assaults upon white women by negroes 
in Atlanta and Vicinity will not be sur- 
prised at the uprising among the white 
men of that city. The tone Of the At- 
lanta press for some weeks has indicated 
that public patience was well night ex- 
hausted and that a dangerous anti- 
negro feeling was brewing which might 
be fanned into a conflagration. 

It is inevitable that when the passions 
of the multitude become tense vengeance 
will be wreakd with little concern as to 
the guilt or innocence of men. Racial 
antipathy rarely stops to cOnsider, when 
once it is aroused to the point of venge- 
ance, and it is from such occurrences as 
have enraged the white men of Atlanta 
for two months past that a vast race 
war might easily ensue. 

lt is to be hoped that order will be 
speedily restored in Atlanta, and that 
wholesale slaughter may be avoided, but 
such hopes were idle unless the negroes 
themselves begin to take a hand to hunt 
down and surrender to justice the brutes 
who are doing so much to menace the 
entire race with destruction. 

Sure'y the uprising tin Atlanta enables 
them to see how the rape fiends threaten 
the whole black race. It is not enough 
that the well-behaved and law-abiding 
negroes should themselves refrain from 
the brutality which produces such a 
frenzy among the white people. They 
owe it to themselves as oitizens, and’ 
they owe it to their own personal wel- 
fare, to exhaust every resource in ferret- 
ing out and suppressing the rape fiend. 

It is an unfortunate fact that miany ne- 
groes who otherwise are good citizens 
will go to unusual pains to shield the 
negro criminal who may be evading 
justice. And especially true it is that the 
negro rapist may confidently expect she!- 
ter and assistance from negroes known 
to the public as worthy. 

The white people of the south are not 
going to tolerate forever the accessorial 
hospitality which certain negroes afford 
these rapists. The indiscriminate assaults 
upon negroes in Atlanta are but an inti- 
mation of the more awful conditions 
which may ensue if there should “be a 
racial conflagration throughout the south. 

The Post repeats what it has so often 
said in these columns: The better ele- 
ment of negroes would do well to abate 
their indignation against mob law and 
devote their attention to the suppression 
of the flends who assault white women. 
It is well nigh useless to deprecate the 
effect so long as the cause is neglected. 
The harmonious relations of the races, 
and we may say the very existence of 
the negro race in the south, depends 
upon the suppression of the rape fiend. 
Unless this be accomplished he wil) ulti- 
matély bring destruction upon the good 
and bad alike. And the consideration of 
self-preservation alone shOuld impel the 
decent negroes to go to unusual effort in 
the directioff we have mentioned. 


Errors in Our Social System.

Assaults Must Stop. 
(From The Knoxville Sentinel.) 

Atlanta’s best citizens are ashamed of 
the events in that city Saturday night, 
and well they may be; but the incidents 
only emphasize the danger of the race 
situation and portend similar riots, if 
conditions dO not change, in other south- 
ern Cities. 

Those who would hastily condemn At- 
lanta otght to consider well what ¢cén- 
fronted the Atlanta people. During the 
month of August there were six attempts 
at outrage by negroes on white women. 
The excitement over these continued out- 
rages grew. The white people called on 
the negroes to make some effort to put 
down the ¢riminals in their race. The 
negroes did give the matter some atten- 
tion and an agitation was started among 
them which seemed to bid fair to bring 
about good fruits. But these hopes were 
dispelled last week, when within six 
days there were six more attempted as- 
saults. The newspapers are now being 
criticised for printing the news. Some of 
them may have been sensational, but the 
news was sensational. Such a condition 
of affairs has been ufparalleled in a 
civilized community. By apparently 
sponteneous impulsé a mob of 5,000 white 
men fell on the colored people Saturday 
night. 

Innocent negroes suffered and a great 
wrong was done, but in analyzing the 
occurrence let every man put his finger 
on the festering sore which is the cause 
ef this intense race feeling. Let bim 
consider the occurrences which infuriated 
the white men. 

The negro must be brought to reaize 
that these criminal assaults must stop. 
The race’s situation all over the south 
will be precarious if there is not a better 
realization by the blacks of their obliga- 
tion to society tn that respect. 

On the white race rests the fearful re- 
sponsibility of restraining its arm and 
acting with patience and as becomes men 
of Anglo-Saxon descent; on the negroes, 
of arousing a wholesome public senti- 
ment among them—let their preachers, 
teachers. editors and leaders . follow 
Booker Washington's example and de- 
nounce this crime, and visit punishment 
and hate on thése criminals who. are 
dragging their race down. If these out- 
rages do not cease they may have to pay 
the most fearful penalty ever visited on 
a race.

STUDY CLOSELY THE EFFECT — 
OF THE CLOSE OF SALOONS 


SAYS ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE 


HE Georgia Anti-Saloon League is 
taking an active interest in the 
present situation in Atlanta, and 

have issued to the pwblic the following 
statement: 

“We are greatly pleased to learn that 
the saloons have been ordered closed for 
the time being, on accOunt of the condi- 
tion of affairs in Atlanta. 

‘We wish to urge all the good people of 
Atlanta to study closely the effect, for 
good or evil, this order will have in the 
city, and satisfy themselves as to which 
is the better, saloons or no saloons. 

“If in the judgment of thinking men 
the town will be better off with no sa- 
loons, it will be only a question of de. 
mand upon the part of the people, with 
nerve and determination to stand by the 
demand, and they will be closed for 
g°od. 

“The one hundred and sixty-odd ‘Nquor 
establishments, only s0 many gateways 
to hell, that exist in our fair city, are 
here only by toleration, and the sooner 
every good citizen can be prevailed on to 
see that he is personally responsible for 
the existence of so foul a crime in the 
city, the sooner decisive efforts will de 
made for its removal. + 

“The saloons are here fattening off the 
life blood of our noble manhood, and 
plunging deeper and deeper into debauch- 
ery and crime the low and vicious e'e- 
ment of the community. 

“Information comes into this office 
that 90 per cent of the devilish deeds 
done in the city is due alone to the 
existence of the liquor traffic, and more 
than half of it results from the influ- 
ence of liquors sold on Saturday nights, 
and it is high time that men begin to 
look into the situation, and assist in ap- 
plying a remedy. It is the determined 
purpose Of the league to bring all the 
influence possible to bear upon our city 
authorities to have all liquor establish- 
ments closed on Saturdays at 5 o'clock, 


thus removing the opportunity of the 
vicious to ‘oiter arOund such places and 
engage in the usual Saturday night 
revelry and crime. 

“The city council has a perfect right 
to close up these places when in their 
judgment it is for the best Interest of 
the city to do so, and if the good people 
engaged in humanitarian efforts wish it, 
and will help in working for it, the 
saloons can be closed every Saturday at 
6 o'clock. 

“We have been urging enforcement of 
law relative te the liquor traffic, point- 
ing out such violations as we oould get 
hold of, but have not been as successfu' 
as we had hoped to be. We shall make 
other attempts this week, and again give 
the police department some points to 
work on, and, if possible, get them to 
move in the matter; if not, we shall 
take hold of the matter and make cases 
ourselves. The league is. unqualifiedly 
pledged to law enforcement—through the 
reguiar sworn officers if we can—inde- 
pendently of them if have to. 

‘We are not strictly a law-enforcement 
order, transferring ourselves into police 
boards to execute ‘aw, but to assist the 
regularly chosen officers, furnish infor- 
mation and such alds as may be within 
our power, and also to cause, if possible, 
the enactment of better laws, where we 
find them inadequate or uninforcable. 

“One hundred thousand men go to the 
grave and to hell through these dena of 
infamy and orime every year, while they 


geek to creaté a thirst In as many boys 


to take their places. 

“The saloon ig educating the boys up 
to drink, almost as fast as the church 
and the school can educate them up to 
noble manhood and usefulness. 

‘Why should not the good people of 
Atlanta rise up in their magnificent man-

G. McLendon, 1 
used to see him around Tallahassee dur- 
ing the meeting of the legislature, and 
understood that he was a representative 
of the Plant system, and that he wag 
there to assist in preventing the passage 
of bills camahens to the corporations, but 
as there were a number of this class of 
people at that time, I aid not pay any 
special attention to the part Mr. McLen- 
don took.

“IT charged Candidate McLendon by his 
own admission that he voted against the 
nominees of the democratic party for 
president and vice president in 1900, and 
the Lord only knows how he voted in 
1904. I also charged Candidate McLen- 
don with writing Governor Terrell] a let- 
ter that he intended to run as an inde- 
pendent candidate for governor against 
him In 1904, two years ago. 

“IT charged Candidate McLendon with 
voting for the bill allowing the railroads 
the right of appeal from a decision of the 
railroad commission, which bill, if pass- 
ed, would have utterly destroyed the use- 
fullness of the commission. 

‘TI charged that Candidate McLendon 
was a lawyer, yet duritg the entire itme 
he was on the pay roll (and in order to

Large Increase in. Atlendance 
Is Expected This Year, 


Many Improvements Have Been In- 
augurated During the Summer 
and Tech Is Now Thoroughly 
Prepared for the Coming 
Year’s School Work. 


The Georgia Technological institute, 
urider a new president, Dr K. G. 
Matheson, and with a greatly augmented 
faculty, today begins its nineteenth year, 
for the session of 1906-07, which prom- 
ises to be one of the most guccessful in 
the history of the Institution. 

Many of the students arrived yester- 
day, and found homes for the year in the 
Tech dormitories and boarding places of 
the city, and are now ready to take up 
the work of engaging in their studies. 

The registration began yesterday after- 
noon, and will continue today until |! 
o'clock, when the examinations, lasting 
until October |, will start. After this 
date class room and shop work proper 
will begin, 

A number of improvements have been 
inaugurated since the closing of the term 
last year, and with all these Georgia 
Tech is now one of the most complete 
institutions of its kind in the county. 
Two new departments were instituted by 
the board of trustees at the June meet- 
ing, that of mining, and a new depart- 
ment of chemistry. The addition to the 
chemistry department called for a new 
chemical laboratory, and this was built 
during the summer. Dr. Matheson, after 
visiting many of the larger technological 
Schools of the country, says that Geor- 
gia Tech's chemical laboratory compares 
favorably with any of them. This la- 
boratory will be opened for the first 
time this session, and everything is now 
ready for the students taking charge. 

Although it is yet too early to make 
an estimate of the attendance for the 
year, Indications point to a considerable 
gain over that of last year. There is 
no way of definitely determining the en- 
rollment until all of thé students report, 
and a large number generaiiy come in 
after the opening of the term as ig the 
case in all schools. 

Dr. Matheson hoped that the new Hi- 
brary would be completed in time for the 
opening, but owing to some delay work 
was not begun on the building until about 
ten days ago. However, the erection of 
the library building having fairly started, 
the work will be pushed as rapidly as 
possible unti] the buliding ts completed. 

All in all, Georgia Tech opens the year 
under most auspicious conditions, and 
President Matheson expects a brilliant 
session for the institution during 1906-7.

Attorney E. V. Garter was in court to 
defend Kinnirey. The facts of this case 
were somewhat different from the rest: 
of those made during the riot. While re- 
turning from the theater that night Kin- 
nirey says he saw a big negro beating 
a 6mall white man in a street car. He 
immediately went to the rescue, and be- 
gan beating the black, 

Mr. Carter made an eloquent plea for 
his client on the grounds that he was 
protecting one of his own race from in- 
jury by a black. 

Mr. W. P. Hill, assistant attorney of 
the city, stated to Judge Broyles that 
he thought this was a different case from 
the others which had been heard. He 
did not think that Kinnirey should have 
fought the negro, but separated the white 
man from him. He desired that a heavy 
fine be imposed and that he be bound 
over. 

Judge Broyles fined Kinnirey $100 and 
costs, and bound him over under $1,000 
bond. In making his sentence the recor- 
der stated that the cases which had come 
up before him for the past two days 
were exceedingly difficult.
